As health 
official t h e physician has not been 
expected to give much of his time 
to th e w ork and he is but poorly 
paid for such

counties sh ow that the salary paid 
such a h ea lth officer does not by 
any m e a n s represent the expendi­ 
tures of t h e department. 
It has been the experience 
in 
cities w here an all time health 
officer h as been employed th a t a 
great 
deal is accomplished 
in 
c o m b a tt in g 
preventable diseases. 
C o m m u n itie s are made healthier 
and th a t th e cost of m aintaining 
(he h e a lth 
department 
is not 
la rg e r t h a n under the old system.

Mr. Pyatt was born and grew to 
manhood in this 
city 
and is a 
m em ber of a family long prom! 
nen t in the country. 
He has fill 
ed the pulpit 
of th e Centenary 
Christian church at Indianapolis 
until recently, when he resigned 
to accept a 
[professorship in the 
d ep a rtm en t of New Testam ent at 
Transylvania university 
at Lex­ 
ington, Ky. 
The article referred 
to follows: 
“ On the 
recommendation 
of 
President Crossfield and by unan­ 
imous vote of the board of trus­ 
tees, Chas. Lynn P yatt of Indian­ 
apolis, was elected to a professor­ 
ship in the Department 
of New 
T estam ent at the an n u a l meeting, 
J u n e 7th. 
Brother 
Pyatt was 
born in Jacksonville, III., in 1886, 
and came from a family that was 
affiliated 
with 
th e 
Christian 
church in the days of Stone and 
Campbell. 
After a period of sev­ 
en years, he received th e A. B. and 
M. A. degrees from Transylvania 
and the 
classical 
diploma from 
the college of the Btble, being the 
valedictorian of his class and re­ 
ceiving high honors. 
Later, he 
entered Yale 
and 
received the 
B D. degree in 1913. 
In 1916 he 
received the degree of Doctor of 
Theology from 
H arvard, having 
enjoyed the Williams Fellowship 
for two consecutive years, being 
the third man in th e history of 
H arvard to enjoy such distinction. 
Dr. Pyatt was a favorite stu­ 
dent under Presid ent J. W. 
Mc 
Garvey, Professor 
S. 
M. Jeffer­ 
son and Professor R. C. DeWeese, 
and enjoyed the profound respect 
of Professors Loos, Gruubs, 
and 
Milligan, who were relinquishing 
their work during th e early days 
of his connection with the college. 
Professor 
Pyatt 
m a rrie d 
Miss 
Grace Strong, 
a 
m em ber of a 
prom inent Central Illinois family, 
in 1910. 
During his college days 
he preached 
at Newcastle. Ky., 
and organized a church at Berry. 
Ky. 
While In New’ England he 
preached 
successfully 
for 
the 
Christian churches at Everett and 
Boston. Mass. 
In 
1917, shortly 
after the declaration of war, Dr. 
P yatt went to F ra n c e under the 
direction of the Y. M C. A., and 
saw' nine m o nths’ service as hut 
secretary with the second division 
and nine m o nths’ service as Amer­ 
ican representative in London and 
France. 
Dr. Pyatt, since his return from 
the war, has been m inister of the 
Centenary Christian 
church 
at 
Indianapolis, 
which 
position he 
has resigned in o rd er to take 
his work in 
the College of the. 
Bible, September 1 3 th .”
